I. The great Marfhal of the Court, Count Wit- 
genftein, nominated principal Commiffioner on this 
Occafion, fhall go the Frontier in one of the Royal 
Coaches in Mourning ; with a certain Number of 
Attendants, all in Mourning, to receive the Queen’s 
Body. } 

iL In all the Villages through which it fhall be 
brought, as well as in chofe near the Road, at the 
firft Appearance of the Funeral March, the Bells fhall 
be roll’d. 

NJ. The fame fhall not only be done in all Towns, 
but on the Arrival of the Corpfe, the Schools, the 
Clergy, and’'the Magiftrates, thali give their Arten- 
dance without the Town in Mourning Habits; after 
which they fhall conduct it into the Town, walking 
orderly bareheaded, through the Townfmen, who 
fhall be drawn up in Arms on each fide of the Streets, 
their Arms rever'd in a Funeral Pofture.. 

IV. The like hall be done, in all fortify’d Places, 
with a triple Difcharge of the Artillery. 

V. The principal Commiffioner, and his Train, 
fhall enter every Town on Horfe-back, in Mourning 
Cloaks. 

VI. Where the Funeral Pomp paffes through a 
Town, without ftaying a Night; the Schools, the 
Glergy, and the Magiftrates, give their Atten- 
dance to fome Diftance out of the further Gate; and 
fhall not return till Leave be given them. by the Com- 
miffioner. 

VII. If the Body remain all Night in the Town, 
it fhall be attended in the fame manner, ‘the Bells 
tolling ; and in fortify’d Places, the Artillery thall be 
thrice difcharged. 

VHI. If it happen thatthe Corpfe arrive at any 
Place early in the Morning, or at any Hour before 
Noon, the Bells thall be roli’d, not only at its Arri- 
val, but.at Noon too when the Bells are coll’d all 
over the Country,” The Apartment in which the 
Body fhall be placed during the Night,, fhall be 
hung with Black, and furnifh’d ‘with a, fufficient. 
Number of Wax Tapers burning: And fhall be 
guarded by a Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber, two. 
Grooms of the Bed-Chamber, two Pages, and twelve 
Men of the Life-Guard in the Room ; and without 
by the Garrifon and the Burghers. 

IX. If Night draw on before the Body arrive at 
any Place, the Entry fhall be made by the Light of

beaux abour the Corpfe, and the Servants ing 
them about the Gentlemen Attendants: The Horfe 
Guards following the Body, carrying their Swords 
eames under their Arm, as is ufual on fuch Occa- 
ons. 
_X. When the Corpfe draws near the Frontier, the 
firft Commiffioner and all the Genrlemen that attend 
him, fhall put on their Mourning Cloaks, and mount 
their Horfes ; and when it is arriv’d upon the Fron- 
tier, the Commitfioner fhali, if ic be practicable, 
caufe his Attendants to range themfelves in the fol- 
lowing Order facing the Frontier, and approach’ the 
Body ; Firft, the Rangers of the Forefts, and the 
Hunters of the Province, then the Retinue of the 
Nobility of the Province and of the Gerirlemen of 


the Court, then the King’s Pages, then the Nobi- 


lity. of the Province, then.the Gentlemen of the 
Court, then the King’s Trumpets, then the princi- 
pal Commiffioner, then eight of the King’s Horfes 
cover’d with Mourning Cloth which fhali be pur to 
the Body-Coach, then the Guards. 

XI. The Commiffioner of Zell arriving with the 
Body, and having placed himfelf in like Order wich 
his Attendants; after Compliments pafs’d on both 
fides, he is to advance from his Company, and with 
the ufual Ceremonies confign the Body of the Queen 
to the King’s Commiffioner ; who fhall pull off bis 
Hat (all his Attendants doing the like, and the 
Guards prefenting their Arms) and in a fhorr Com- 
pliment return Thanks to the Commiffioner of Zell. 
Which done, he fhall order the Horfes cloath’d in 
Mourning, and appointed to,draw the Chariot on 
which the Body is to lie, to be put to it ; and hall

join his Company. 
XII This.done, the Rangers and Keepers thai? 


file off firft, and then the reft of the Attendants in 


the Order aforementioned :. And as foon as the Count 
de Bulau, great Steward of the Houfe-hold thall 
have placed himfelf by the Great Marfhal of the 
Court, they fhall take Leave of the Lord Commif- 
fioner of Zell, and march immediately before the 
Body: The four Corners of the Pa!! thal] be born 
by the Mafter of the Horfe, the Chamberlain, and 
two other Gentlemen, not only at their leaving the 
Frontier, but at the Entrance into and Departure 
out of all the Towns to Berlin; but unon the Road 
the Pall, as well. as the Mourning Cloatlis of the 
Horfes, ‘thall be flung up. 

XIIL. The Mafter of the Horfe thal] march on 
the’Right Hand of the Body, and on the Left the 
firft Chamberlain of the Queen: And by them rheir 
Footmen and Heydukes. 

XIV. After the Guards, fhall come the Body 
Coach empty ; then the Ladies of Honour of the de- 
ceafed Queen,
